CHANGE PRESENT SIGNS 


The ordinance provides th at all 
signs in existance at the tim e of

passage 
of the 
ordinance 
m ust be m ade to com ply with the 
provisions of the ordinance prior 
to Nov. 1, 1940. 
Section 16 pro­ 
vides: “The City Council of the 
C ity of Palm Springs hereby d e­ 
term ines th at the public peace, 
safety, morals, health and w el­ 
fare requires th at all signs and 
advertising structures heretofore 
constructed or erected, are ex ­ 
pressly made subject hereto and 
shall conform and comply w ith 
the requirem ents of this o rd i­ 
nance not later than Nov. 1, 1940,

Changes Made In 


Personal Income 


Tax Act 


A num ber of im portant, though 
m inor changes in th e California 
Personal Income T ax Act w ill 
affect the filing of the retu rn s 
now due, and covering the y ear 
1939. 
In the past one signature only 
w ould suffice in m any cases, i. e., 
husband and wife w ere not re ­ 
quired to both sign the return. 
U nder the am ended act, 
both 
m ust sign, and undqr certain cir­ 
cum stances both husband 
and 
w ife must sw ear to the return. 
(W here prepared jointly, for in ­ 
stance, by both husband 
and 
wife.) 
The specific exem ption of 
trusts has been reduced to $100. 
T he personal exem ption of a d i­ 
vorced taxpayer, w ho paid ali­ 
mony pursuant to a court order, 
has been reduced to one th o u ­ 
sand dollars only, if single, plus 
an allowance of $400.00 if the e x ­ 
spouse is dependent. 
Briefly review ed the California 
Personal Incom e T ax requires: 
Filing on or before February 
15th by em ployers w ho paid sal­ 
aries, 
wages, 
commissions, 
to 
single persons of $1,000 or m ore 
— to m arried persons of $2,500 or 
more. Rents and royalties paid in 
the sum of $1,000 or more, for­ 
eign items and o th er income of 
$1,000 or more. B lank forms 596 
for transm ittal w ith forms 599 for 
each individual concerned. 
Filing not later than m idnight 
of A pril 15th of an individual in ­ 
com e tax return by all persons 
w ho received, single, a net in ­ 
come of $1,000 or more, or m a r­ 
ried and living w ith husband and 
w ife of $2,500.00 o r more—or a 
gross income of $5,000.00 or more. 
There are no exem pt classes as 
to income tax filing, excepting 
only those whose n et income is 
u nder the m inim um as 
stated. 
T he state of California m ay tax 
only those individuals who are 
residents "of this state w ithin th e 
m eaning of the Personal Incom e 
T ax A c t

When planning meals with an 
eye on the clock, how many home­ 
makers remember the adaptability 
of the modern broiler? Meat, fruit 
and vegetables — almost the entire 
meal — can be broiled at once.

Moreover, there are many excellent 
combinations which can be cooked 
in 4his fashion, and with the addi- 
tiom of a soup or salad and perhaps 
dessert, your meal is ready.

4 orange slices, %-inch thick 
4 lamb chops, %-inch thick 
4 tomato slices, %-lnch thick 
Salt and Pepper 
Melted butter or other fat 


Place the bananas on the center 
of a greased broiler rack. Around 
them 
group 
the

slices, 
tomatoes and chops. Brush bananas 
with melted butter. 
Salt bananas 
and tomatoes. 
Set broiler rack 4 
inches under a moderately high

flame.

Although members of the "tramway committee" w ill make no 
official statement, it is understood that the study and survey of 
the proposed "Palm Springs Aerial Tramway" now being made by 
Modjeski & Masters of New York City and Philadelphia is prov­ 
ing more and more encouraging every day. 
How really satis­ 
factory the study must be proving can be easily ascertained by 
watching the enthusiasm with which members of the "tramway 
committee" talk about the proposed project these days, their faces 
wreathed in smiles. 


L ast weekend R. G. Cone, con­ 
su ltant for M odjeski & M asters, 
w as in Palm Springs. On Friday 
Cone, 
Francis Crocker, 
Culver 
Nichols and a representative of 
Fairchild Aerial Surveys a ll went 
up into Chino Canyon to m ake a 
b rief study in the field. It is un­ 
derstood that two routes a re now 
being considered for the tram ­ 
way, both with the take-off lo­ 
cated in Chino Canyon above the 
cienega. 


SURVEY CREW HERE 


A surveying crew was in the 
m ountains for several days of 
this w eek surveying to establish 
the 
tru e elevations along the 
routes now under consideration. 
A ccording to th e term s of the 
contract w ith Modjeski & Mas­ 
ters, th a t engineering firm only 
has a few more weeks to com­ 
plete th eir survey and study and 
to place the d ata in the hands 
of the local "tram w ay com m it­ 
tee.”

of cost of construction now being 
prepared by Modjeski & M asters 
w ill be w ithin 5 to 10 per cent 
of actual cost. 
One of the proposed routes b e ­ 
ing considered for the tram w ay 
calls for a suspension cable ex ­ 
tending from the throat of Chino 
Canyon up a hog-back into Long 
Valley. 
Along this route the car 
w ould be suspended on cables 
about 40 feet above the terrain 
all the w ay. 


1000 FEET IN AIR 


A nother proposed route crosses 
a canyon w here the passenger 
car w ould 
be suspended m ore 
than 1000 feet in the air above 
the floor of the canyon. 
Long 
Valley is the destination of both 
routes. 
Long V alley in the very shadow 
of the tow ering sum m it of m ighty 
San Jacinto is over 8000 feet 
above sea level, so visitors to 
Palm Springs could sunlaze here 
on the desert in the m orning and 
in the afternoon could enjoy a l­ 
pine skiing in beautiful, pine 
studded Long Valley. 


30 MINUTES TO SNOW 


This proposed tram w ay w ould 
extend from the upper reaches of 
Chino C anyon up and into Long 
Valley, and it w ould take only 
about 30 m inutes to m ake th e 
trip from the center of P a l m 
Springs. 
The total distance 
to 
Long V alley from 
the 
village 
would be about five miles, th ree 
miles by road to the tram w ay 
take-off and two m iles by tram ­ 
w ay up the m ountainside into 
Long Valley. 
In only one-half 
hour a person could m ake th e 
trip from the land of sunshine 
to the land of w inter snows. 


S. P. ONCE INTERESTED 


The aerial tram w ay up Mt. San 
Jacinto has been a subject of in ­ 
terest and discussion here for 
m any years. 
A t one tim e th e 
Southern Pacific railroad was in ­ 
terested in such a project, b u t 
after th at company dropped it, 
interest in the proposed tram w ay 
lagged. 
Several years ago 
th e 
tram w ay was revived by Francis 
Crocker of Palm Springs, who 
has led the m ovem ent now for a 
num ber of years. Mr. Crocker has 
spent m uch time and effort on 
the 
proposed 
tram w ay 
proj 
ect and has made quite a study 
of the subject, gathering a large 
file of d ata which he keeps at 
his office for reference purposes. 
There 
are 
three 
alternative 
proposals for financing the con 
struction of the tram w ay; private 
capital, the city of Palm Springs, 
or Federal money. 


MUST BE GOOD THING 


In view of the fact that $3000 
w as raised locally by the “tram ­ 
w ay com m ittee” to finance the 
survey of the proposed project 
now being made, m any feel th at 
other funds for actual construc­ 
tion m ust be in sight and th at 
previously obtained inform ation 
m ust have dem onstrated th at the 
tram w ay would be practicable. 
It is pointed out th at m en of the 
calibre and good business ju d g ­ 
m ent of the mem bers of the tram ­ 
w ay com m ittee” don’t usually “go 
off half 
c o c k e d,” 
and 
thus 
w ouldn’t put up $3000 hard cash 
if the tram w ay w asn’t a pretty 
good thing.

The Inland Californian, a w eek­ 
ly new spaper published at R iver­ 
side by W illiam E. H ornaday, has

J. C. K ubic of P alm Springs and 
Edom as the D em ocratic candi­ 
date to run n ex t fall against John 
Phillips of B anning, the incum ­ 
bent, for state senator from this 
district. 
S enator Phillips is a 
republican.

Inland C alifornian is a long a r­ 
ticle praising Mr. K ubic as “a 
staunch D em ocrat, a student of 
ecenomics and a firm believer in 
the politics of F ranklin Delano 
Roosevelt.”

I also am a firm

ted by millions, and then dis­ 
bursed for paym ent of political 
debts. 
‘I have alw ays been a labor­ 
ing man, m aking labor for my 
fellow man. 
I recall that, in the 
early '30’s, I m aintained a factory 
in 
Los Angeles, 
em ploying 
50 
men. 
Business slumped, and the 
force was reduced until finally 
one m an w as needed. 
Business 
grew worse and worse, so that 
ultim ately, I borrow ed enough 
m oney to pay the last w eek’s 
wages of th at employee, and my 
factory was closed.

“Lumber, millwork and flooring 
are less than 25% of the cost of 
a completed residence; and lum ­ 
ber prices have been on a stable 
basis for several years,” said a 
Palm Springs lumber dealer this 
week. 
“Look at these percentages of 
costs, reprinted from the Amer­ 
ican Lumberman of August 28.

from records in the actual erec­ 
tion of houses costing $2500 to 
$20,000, in all sections

Like a Breeze From 


Fair Tahiti 


He came into the office to in­ 
quire where his friend, Hal For­ 
rest lived. 
And in fifteen minutes Glenn 
Robert Kcrshner, traveler extra­ 
ordinaire. and writer, had crowd­ 
ed into the small office space un­ 
forgettable pictures of Tahiti, of 
Palm Springs twenty-five years 
ago, of the old days in motion 
picture work, of 
prize-fighters 
and 
ladies—of 
cabbages 
and 
kings. 
A talented fellow who bears a 
striking resemblance to the late 
Will Rogers, who was a close 
friend, Kershner looked back a 
quarter of a century to his first 
visit to Palm Springs in 1915. 
"Change?" said he. “Golly yes. 
Why, when I was here away back 
in 1915 there were only a half 
dozen buildings here, the Desert 
Inn and a few more.” 
Kershner was making one-reel 
pictures then for Henry 
Ford. 
Th^y were called Ford Education­ 
al Weeklies. He came to make 
one about Palm Springs, mainly 
because Palm Canyon was here. 
That film was one of the vil­ 
lage's first fine and important bits 
of publicity. 
Kershner was with Ford from 
1914 to 1922. He kept on in the 
motion 
picture 
business 
after 
that, filming many an important 
picture. 
The 
picture 
business 
brought him to Tahiti in 1922, 
with Raoul Walsh when the pic­ 
ture “Lost and Found” was “shot” 
there. He returned there several 
times afterward and fell so in 
love with the magic island that 
when he quit the motion picture 
business several years 
ago, 
to 
write, he went to Tahiti. 
He plans to return there with 
Mrs. Keishner and their 
tw o 
children, Beverly and Norbert, in 
a few months. 
Kershner has just 
completed 
writing his seventh book. 
It is 
titled “Brown Barriers” and has 
received several bids from movie 
producers, he says. "Brown Bar­ 
riers” is unique for a number of 
reasons. It not only is written by 
Kershner but also is edited, il­ 
lustrated and published by t h e 
author. 
In Tahiti, Kershner relates, he 
is a fairly close neighbor of two 
other authors, Nordhoff and Hall 
of "Mutiny on the Bounty” fame. 
Besides 
his 
motion 
picture 
work, Kershner filmed the dra­ 
matic Donald B. McMillan arctic 
trip in 1931 as well as other his­ 
toric and sensational 
incidents 
and facts. 
The Kershners expect to re­

"Sign Ordinance" to Be 
Introduced to City Council

- 
clared public nuisances, to be re­ 
moved and abated in the manner 
provided by law.” 


PROVIDES $300 FINE 


Section 17 of the ordinance 
provides: “Any person, firm or 
corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
upon conviction thereof shall be 
punishable by a fine of not more 
than 
Three 
Hundred 
Dollars 
($300), or by imprisonment in the 
Riverside County Jail for a per­ 
iod of not more than three (3) 
months, or by both such fine and 
imprisonment. 
Each such per­ 
son, firm or corporation shall be 
deemed guilty of a separate of­ 
fense for every day during any 
portion of which any violation of 
any provisions of this ordinance 
is committed, continued or per­ 
mitted by such person, firm or 
corporation, and shall be punish­ 
able therefor as provided by this 
ordinance.” 


COMPREHENSIVE LAW 


The proposed “Palm Springs 
Sign Ordinance” would govern 
and regulate the size, location, 
construction, number of, height, 
lighting, placement, etc. of all 
advertising signs within the city. 
As far as ..the prvoisions of 
the ordinance relative to signs ex­ 
tending out over the sidewalk and 
streets are concerned, most of 
such signs situated on Palm Can­ 
yon Drive are already unlawful 
as they extend out over a state 
highway. It is reported that the 
state has threatened on numer­ 
ous occasions to coVne in here and 
remove these signs anyway. 


ADVERTISING VALUE 
ENHANCED 


It is pointed out by city of­ 
ficials that if the number and 
size of signs are reduced, every 
individual sign 
will be more 
conspicuous; and, therefore, will 
have as much or more advertising 
value than any individual sign 


has now. 
In fact, many authori­ 
ties assert that when signs are 
overly numerous, no individual 
sign is noticed. Also, it is pointed 
out that the m atter of the size 
of advertising signs is relative, 
and that if all signs are reduced 
in size it will be a hardship on 
no 
individual 
merchant — each 
sign will still show up as well 
or better than under the present 
jumbled-up condition of too many 
nondescript signs. 


LITTLE DAMAGE 
RESULTS FROM 
HIGH WIND 


The high wind that kept every­ 
one in ill spirits yesterday and 
that kept villagers indoors during 
most of the day, died down dur­ 
ing the night, and all was calm 
this morning. Little damage was 
reported. 
The extent of the damage re­ 
sulting from the wind was a few 
wrecked or damaged signs, limbs 
blown 
from 
trees, 
sand-pitted 
windshields, tumble weeds and 
other trash blown on gardens and 
sand and dust over the interior 
of housewives’ homes. 
Out on Buena Vista a section 
of a board fence was blown down. 
A number of heavy neon signs 
had to be anchored with ropes.
